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Canada Tries For 
A Single Service 


An integrated Canadian service fulfilling 


the three roles on land, sea and in the air, 
under a single chief of defense staff, is not a,s 
revolutionary as it sounds. Modern warfare with 
"conventional" arms is a combined operation. 
The last war drove home the truth of this. 


Because of its geography and its position 


as a.middle power, Canada has obvious defense 
responsibilities. Apart from defending itself, 
it must also bear its share of the defense of 
the North American continent. 


Ottawa hopes that by integrating the serv- 


ices and cutting out the duplication there will 
be a saving which will permit 25 per cent of 
the defense budget to be used for arms and 
equipment. 


There will still be casualties—one especial- 


ly. With a unified force whose personnel wear 
the same uniform, much of that indefinable but 
powerful quality .which commanders call esprit 
cc corps will undoubtedly be lost. A man has 
pride in his service, in his regiment or battalion. 
Its history, its great occasions, its battle honors 
are part of his morale and therefore of his 
fighting quality. This is sentiment, not senti- 
mentality. 


These traditions would be the inevitable 


casualty of a unified service and it is difficult 
not to believe that their loss would leave a gap 
in morale that could not be filled by a more 
generalized loyalty.

Pope Paul And Fulbright 


The one good thing about Senator Fulbright's re- 


cent speech on foreign policy was its Insistence that 


Jhis country must break with the rigid formulas of 
'0ie nineteen fifties But there are two possible choices 


Til this business of breaking. One, advocated by Ful- 
bright himself, would be to soften our demands upon 
Khrushchev and Castro. The other would be to move 
swiftly toward maximum exploitation of Khrushchev's 
current troubles, which are indeed so terrifying to 
the Kremlin that a detente very much (o the advanta«e 
of the West is possible. 


In the present situation, Pope Paul VI has sensed 


the opportunity where Fulbright has ingloriously muffed 
it. The Vatican's stiffening attitude has not only been 
signalled in speeches. It has also been expressed in 
the advice that has gone from Rome to Cardinal 
Mindszcnty the Primate of Hungary who is a virtual 
prisoner inside the walls of (he American Legation in 
Budapest. 


.Tust prior to Khrushchev's visit to Budapest 


the Kadar government of Hungary entertained great 
hopes of ridding itself of the thorny presence of 
Cardinal Mindszcnty. The Cardinal' has always re^ 
fused io leave Ihe American Legation in Budapest 
lor Rome unless certain conditions are met. Num- 
ber One is that he be allowed to return, at least 
for a brief period, to his ecclesiastical seat of Esz- 
tergom. Condition Number Two is that he be al- 
lowed (o name his successor at Esztergom before 
going on to Rome to occupy a "higer" ecclesiasti- 
cal pos(. 


Three is that he he rehabilitated, not amnestied. 


(To accept an amnesty, in his opinion, would he to 
admit treasonable activity.) Four is that the Catholic, 
the Protestant and the Jewish seminaries in Hungary 
be permitted to select their students without super- 
vision of the political state. And Number Five is that 
the five bishoprics presently standing vacant shall be 
filled with the Cardinal's own choices, not by ••gov- 
ernment" men. 


The Kadar government has apparently seen fit to 


give in on a couple of the points at issue. Cardinal 
Mindszenty would be allowed to return to Esztergom 
for an interval before accepting the Vatican's offer of 
a place in Rome, and the point about rehabilitation 
as against amnesty would be granted. But the govern- 
ment was still bogglinp at last reports over the re- 
placement of bishops. It was disposed to give two of 
the vacated bishoprics to Cardinal Mindszcnty men. 
The rest it insisted on reserving for itself. And it still 
insisted on political surveillance >of the seminaries. 


It was at this point in the Mindszeniy-Kadar 


stand-off that the Papal Undersecretary for Extra- 
ordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs, Augustino Casaroli, 
conveyed Pope Paul VI's message to Cardinal 
Mindszenly. "You arc on your own," said the Pope, 
"nobody will try to influence you." 


So the matter rests. But Cardinal Mindszcnly. "on 


his own." is understood to be lipping his own condi- 
tions. He is refusing specifically to endorse Bishop 
Endre Hamvas the government's own candidate Io 


eed him at Esztergom. And he will not quit Buda- 
unless he is the "last political" to be released. 


Being "last" would involve a prior amnesty for thous- 
ands of Hungarians who are still in prison in Hungary 
or in exile in Soviet Russia for participating in the 1056 
Revolution. Even if Kadar were disposed to grant this, 
the matter would first have to be cleared with Khrush- 
chev, who. presumably, would think it might create 
too dangerous a precedent. 


The importance of the Vatican's refusal to put 


any pressure on Cardinal Mindszenty should not be lost 
on the White House in Washington, where Catholic 
opinion must be respected as a condition that could 
affect the vote in November. But the religious aspect 
should be considered less important to President Lyn- 
don Johnson than the common sense aspect of Pope 
Paul Vf's policy. Khrushchev, in facing up to the con- 
sequences of schism with Red China, has an agri- 
cultural crisis on his hands that will take years to 
settle. The Pope knows, as Senator Kulbright does 
not know, that the bargaining climata favors the West.

"REAL" GOP-Arthut Larson, 


a member of the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, and a prolific writer 
on the opportunities and future of 
the Republican party, in the field 
of moderate liberalism, has come 
up with some provocative history 
of his party's foundings.

over. He won office by a hand- 
some majority in 1962. He has 
the support of Governor Brown.

Furthermore, 
Salinger 
has 
a 


unique asset that cannot yet be 
exactly weighed, but just may 
turn out

precious. 


His chief asset, as he is frank 


enough to admit, is the simple 
fact that he shines with the re- 
flected glow of the memory of 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy. He can 
hardly cross a hotel lobby with- 
out running into two or three 
people who hurry up to him to 
promise their support with visible 
emotion, explaining their decision 
approximately as follows: 


"When I think of him, I've just 


got to be for you." 


Herein lies that national mean- 


ing of the Salinger candidacy. If 
Salinger had not had this asset 
of President Kennedy's memory, 
he would not be a candidate. 
Without this asset, he would never 
have been encouraged to stand 
by Mosk, Bradley and the others. 
The Democratic primary here, in 
truth, has became a decisive test 
of the political pulling power of 
the dead President's name. 


Hence, if Salinger wins a strik- 


ing victory in California—which 
is regarded as eminently possible 
—the lesson will not be lost on 
Democratic leaders outside Cali- 
fornia, including President John- 
son, and this lesson will surely 
affect many other matters con- 
spicuously, including Ihe Demo- 
crats' Vice Presidential choice.

And this 
has been true under Eisenhower, 
Kennedy, and Johnson, 


All these Administrations have 


conducted foreign policy with one 
eye over their shoulders watch- 
ing Congress. Kennedy was scar- 
ed 
to death of 
Congressional 


criticism, and George Kennan, 
one of the acg members of the 
American diplomatic service, re- 
signed as Ambassador to Yugo- 
slavia during the Kennedy Ad- 
ministration because he could get 
no courageous leadership 
from 


the White House in relaxing trade 
and political relations with Yugo- 
slavia, which has been veering 
steadily toward Washington and 
away from Moscow during re- 
cent years. 


Today LBJ is just as worried as

Congressional criticism, but h« 
had one big advantage over Ken- 
nedy and Johnson. He had th« 
advantage of having the then

Johnson—support- 


ing him on every single foreign 
policy issue. 


Another man who eased Ike's 


worries was a young Democratic 
Senator from Massachusetts nam- 
ed Kennedy. When the politically 
ticklish question of sending U.S. 
food and other aid to Poland and 
Yugoslavia came up, Ike got 
John F. Kennedy, a Catholic, to 
lead the floor fight for a policy 
which was not too popular with 
Catholics.

when Sen. John Tower of Texas,

Republican, castigated 
Ken-

originated under Eisenhower and 
that he had OK'd the sale to 
Yugoslavia of the outmoded U.S. 
fighter

for which 
the 


Yugoslav pilots were training. 


Ambassador Kennan, before h§ 


resigned, 
pointed out that the 


Congress of the United States is 
far behind the diplomacy of to- 
day. 


If anything, Ambassador Ken- 


nan understated 
the position of 


Congress. It is my opinion that 
most Congressmen are 
twenty 


years behind the times when it 
comes to understanding the im- 
portant ebb and flow of politics 
inside the communist world. Sen. 
Fulbright has now dramatically 
called attention to these cross 
currents.

The. best man can do is to nar- 
row the odds. The longer the 
sailor lives on water, the less 
alert he becomes. R. M. S. Ti- 
tanic, the unsinkable ship, w a s 
sunk on her maiden voyage. Her 
captain had no fear of under- 
water ice. 


The Andrea Doria heid her 


course in fog, even though the 
radar showed another ship head- 
ing on a collision angle. The new 
Santa Paula cruised off the Jer- 
sey coast in blankets of morning 
mist until she sliced through a 
small tanker. In the last war, 
the Queen Mary cut a British 
battle cruiser in half off Massa- 
chusetts 
because 
the 
cruiser 


captain thought he was far enough 
ahead of the big ship to cross 
her bows. 


The accident rate in big ships 


is small, because the penalties 
are high. Captains are in sole, 
complete and exclusive 
charge 


of their vessels and are respons- 
ible for ship and lives, even when 
they are sleeping. The DD 69fi 
(U.S.S. English i was northbound 
out of Bermuda in the war and 
a watch officer changed course 
a mere three degrees while the 
skipper slept. 


In the morning, Captain Smith 


studied the log, saw the change, 
and ordered the officer out of 
bed. "Why didn't you wake me 
in my sea cabin?" the captain 
said. The officer said that a 3- 
degree 
change was so small, 


well . . .

During 
that time, mister, you will be 
confined to quarters." 


The regulation of small boats 


— at sea, in rivers and on lakes 
— is almost non-existent. Any 
man with enough money can buy 
a boat and kill himself and his 
family. All he must do is register 
his boat, and get a ship-to-shore 
radio license. It is not necessary 
for him to get a license to pilot 
his boat, or even to pass a test. 
He does not have to understand 
anything 
about 
hull integrity, 


rules of the road, whistle signals 
or proper speed. 


I knew a priest who bought a 


sailboat and put it in the water. 
He had never sailed one before. 
He invited al! the nuns from the 
school to go to the shore for a 
one day outing. When he got them 
aboard, 
in their heavy 
black 


habits, and the boat tilted as the 
wind hit the sail, men on shore 
averted their faces. 


The sisters thought it was great 


fun. They got back alive. I know 
of a young man who was work- 
ing on an engine inside the hull. 
As he worked, he sniffed for gaso- 
line fumes. He was there so long 
that 
he smelled 
nothing. His 


monkey wrench drew a spark, 
and the young man was blown 
up through the cabin, the roof 
of the cabin, and into the water. 


He was in the hospital a long 


time. Another friend gassed up 
with his mother-in-law and wife 


aboard, gave the boat the gun. 
and all the gas fumes drifted 
back toward the stern and fell 
into the hatches. He was 200 feet 
out when the boat blew up. The 
doctors said that the faces will 
never look the same. 


A few weeks ago, a charter 


fishing boat was hit by a wave 
astern off Boynton Inlet, Florida. 
It was lifted high, surf-boarded 
a few feet, dumped upside down, 
and four persons drowned. The 
captain figured that the boat was 
over a shoal area at the time. 
When sand bars are beneath the 
keel, waves build to abnormal 
heights 
and 
cascade 
forward. 


Good sailors try to avoid these 
areas.

The 
antidote is never to try to race 
the wave, always cut the throttle 
and permit the wave to catch up 
and pass the hull. Neither the 
U.S. Coast Guard — which has 
charge of all interstate water 
traffic, 
nor 
the State Boating 


Commissions, which regulate $p 
shore tidal waters and fake traf- 
fie, have any real control of the 
12,000,000 small boats now in use. 


They 
can 
punish 
violations. 


But the dead are already punish- 
ed. We need preventive regula- 
tions; rules binding on all boat- 
men so that their knowledge of 
seamanship 
at least matches 


idiocy. In New Jersey, one of the 
most progressive boatmen, Jack 
Sullivan, is chairman of the state 
commission. 
California, Florida 


and New York have good boat- 
men at the top. But almost all 
of them limp through their work 
because 
the politicians do not 


want to alienate boatmen, ma- 
rinas and U-drive operators. 


For one reason or another, you 


may not be able to get an auto- 
mobile driver's license. You can 
be a nut and no one can stop 
you from piloting a big cabin 
cruiser. You can be bereft of 
eyesight, 
judgement, 
knowledge 


of the sea, 
brains, and be a 


chronic alcoholic and yet you ar» 
free to rent, buy, or borrow a 
yacht and take it to sea. You 
don't have to know anything ex- 
cept how to open the throttle. 


A child may not be able to 


get out of the fifth grade, but 
if his father buys a racy out- 
board for him, the kid is free to 
kill himself and his pals. H« 
needs no license; not even • 
learner's permit.

Union Army, "Hardtack and Coffee," by 
John Billing:* of Massachusetts, published in 
1888, confirms 'The bean ration was an im- 
portant factor in the sustenance of the Army 
and no edible, I think, vraa more thoroughly 
appreciated. The company cooks stewed 
bean* with pork. . . . Sometimes ovens were 
built of stones on top of the ground, and the 
beans were baked in these in mess pans. But 
I think the most popular method was to bake 
them in the ground." 


The latter method entitled digging a hole, 


lining- it with stones and bringing these to 
white heat with a wood fire. A. camp-kettle 
of well-soaked beans was placed in the midst 
of tht> coals with a board covering it 


Rations issued to companies weekly 


variably included salt pork or salt 
beans or split peas, hardtack or matt bread, 
coffee. Variants were potatoes, rice, dried 
apples, onions, sugar, molasses, vinegar, salt, 
pepper, commeal. It was necessary for item* 
to be hoarded when a Thanksgiving was com- 
ing up, for no allowances were made by th* 
Army for such an occasion until after 1863. 
Observance of Thanksgiving as a fixed na- 
tional holiday started with Lincoln's proc? 
lamation that year.

One feat In 1883 wai lay- 
ing of a 390-foot pontoon bridge over the 
Rappahannock in 90 minutes.
